MacSwiney's Relatives Refused to 
Accept Coffin After it Was 
Landed in Cork 


SINN FEIN WARNED 


Government Will Not Permit 


Drilling, Uniforms or Badges 
at Funeral

CORK, Oct 29.—(Associated Press) 
—The' government authorities in Cork 
notified Depuiy Lord Mayor O'Calla- 
han and the Bishop of Cork that no 
military display would be permitted 
at the funeral of MacSwiney, and nei- 
ther dril.ing, uniforms nor Republi- 
can army barges would be allowed. 
The funeral party, waich refused 
to beard the packet Rathmore, at 
Holyhead, arrived ‘in Cork shortly be- 
fore seven oclock this evening. The 
mourners were accompan.ed by Ar- 
thur Griffith, founder of the Sinn Fein 
and Count Plunkett, a well known} 
Sinn Feiner, member of par:iament 
for Roscommon. A de.egation from 
the city counci! met*tue mourners at 
the station. 

In Consultation with Relatives 

Later the council: men went into 
consultation, with MacSwiney's rela- 
tives, and Mr. Griffith and Count) 
Plunkett at the city hall. The belief 
was expressed that the rélatives were 
inclined to .eave the disposal of the 
body of the late lord mayor to the 
government to do with it as it might 
see fit, 

During the conference, tho. coffin 
was transferred from the tug to the 
dock and the tug departed on its re- 
turn to Queenstown. 

Take Possession of Body 

For several hours doubt prevailed 
as to whether the body would be 
calimed or left to the military. After 
a@ prolonged conference in the city 
hall, however, it was decided to c!a:m 
it, and shortly after nine o'clock this 
evening a company of Irish volun- 
teers and relatives’ of the dead lord 
mayor went to the dock and took for- 
mal possession of the coffin. A auge 
crowd was present at the dock. 

Immediately afterward the coffin 
was removed to the city hall where 
it wil; lie in state until the funeral is 
held on Sunday.

of Atlanta. At a tate hour, 19 of the 
crew of 34 of the sunken vessel were 
unaccounted for. The Cape Fear sunk 
in three minutes, about half way be- 
tween Castle Hill, on the Newport 
shore’ and Roso Island, going down 
bow first in 125 fathoms. 

Cape Fear Outward Bound 

The Cape Fear was outward bound 
from Providence for Norfolk in ballast 
and carried only her crew, as did the 
City of Atlanta, which was bound 
from Savannah for Providence with 
acargo of pig iron. Just how the ac- 
cleft fiappened was not definitety de- 
te ned tonight, especially as the 
weather was clear, with only a slight 
cloudiness and a light sea running. 


The City of Atlanta's bow was dam. 
aged, the result of hitting the Cape 
Fear amidships but, although there 
‘waa a seven-<oot hole above the main 
deck, the bulkheads held and she an- 
chored in the day. 
Many Rescued From Water 

Of the fifteen men saved from the 
Cape Fear, five slid down lines to the 
City of Atlanta and the others were 
picked up from the water by. ropes | 
or by boats that were lowered for | 
them 

Captain Garfield of the City of At- 
lanta, in describing the accident said 
that he picked up the lights of the 
Cape Fear and signaNed with one 
whistle which was answered. He was 
allowing plenty of clearance room | 
when suddenly the Cupe Fear swung 
across his bow. He blew two whistles 
asa signal for the ship to pass on | 
the other side and ordered full speed |

An Industry Provoker. 


If the retail merchant is no long- 
er provided with a prize puzzle 
once per month in the form of e 
new order from the “oard of Dom- 
merce, he is evidently not to he 
1eft without something to employ 
this idJle moments. ‘The new regu- 
lations adopted by the Federal 
treasury department under’ which 
he is to collect the ‘‘luxury’’ taxes 
will go quite a way to keep the 
retailer from worrying because 
there is nothing to bother him. 

Beginning with the first of the 
coming month every merchant, i! 
appears, is compelled under pen- 
alty to take out a license from the 
department of Customs and Inland 
Revenue, the consideration being 
two dollars. He is likewise re- 
quired to lay in a stock of special 
stamps sufficient to cover the tax 
on the sales he intcnds to maire 
during the day, week, or month. 
In return for which the Govern. 
ment will lend him a perforating 
machine wherewith to mutilate 
the stamps so that they cannot he 
| used a second time. On selling a 
taxable article it will then be the 
duty of the merchant to decorate 
the wrappings with enough punc- 
tured stamps to equal the amount 
|of tax payable, and to collect from 
the customer. How many forms 
‘and schedules he will have to make 
out and forward, by way of show- 
ling that he has complied with 
‘these requirements at all stages 
of the program, the dispatch says 
not, but if the precedents set by 
the Board of Commerce live after 
it they may be expected to be both 
numerous, incomprehensible, and 
i liable to change early and often. 

It is possible that the Finance 
department could have figured out 
a more bothersome and time-wast- 
ing system of imposing its tax col- 
lecting duties on the unfortunate 
retailer, but the room for improve- 
ment in that direction does not 
seem to be large. The scheme is 
based evidently upon the view that 
the store-keeper hasn’t much to do 
and ought to be provided with 
something to keep him busy. As 
an inducer of industry in merecan- 
tile establishments it seems likely 
to be quite a success, 
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letters on bubjects of entrent or 
general interest will be published in 
this column. Each letter must be 
accompanied by the name and ad- 
dress of the writer, but such infor- 
mation will be treated as confiden- 
tial if desired, Correspondents 
should remember that brevity is at 
allgtimes desirable.

Why should an _ overloaded com- 
munity have thrust upon it suggest- 
‘long of an unsound kind mak.ng for 
an increase of its debt? Whose inter- 
jests were being served when the 
original extravagant estimates were 
Prepared? On whose instructions was 
the report made aiming at still fur- 
ther putting Edmonton deeper in a 
morass of debt? 

What saould be the attitude of the 
ratepayers to an administration that 
entertains suggestions of the nature 
of those contained in the by-law 


day and which were so comp?etaly 
discarded by the burgesses) who act- 
ed more wisely taan the City Futhers 
who were supposed to be guiding 
{them in the paths of economy and 
| Progress? 

One thing is evident. The ratepay- 
ers were much wiser than their alder- 
manic representatives, They saved the 
s'tuation in preventing tue addition of 
more useless debt. But there are other 
things to which the ratepayers must 
attend. The swollen and ever-swelling 
budget of the city’s annual needs re- 
quire their action as much, and even 
more, than money-by-laws. It is 
doubtful if this or any other adminis- 
tration will have the temerity to 
again attempt to obtain the sanction 
of the ratepayer to the spending of 
money by the by-law route. But the 
curtai’ment of civic expenditure i!n 
the annual budget, the freeing of the 
city of surp'us and unneeded help, is 
imperatively necessary. Trere are 
some old-time officials entitled to con- 
sideration as the result of past ser- 
vices and present usefulness; but the 
theory that seems tenaciously to be 
held at the Civic Block, that Edmon- 
ton can afford to become the refuge 
of any politica! favorites and others 
desirous of fastening themselves on 
the civic resources, has;got to be 
shaken and uprooted out of the minds 
of the City Council. This City has 
Passed the stage when it can be a 
source of aasistance to anyone. What 
the City needs most are citizens de- 
sirous of decreasing civic expenses 
instead of increasing them. A new 
and even more important duty than 
defeating the money by-laws con- 
fronts the ratepayer today. That duty 
ja to defeat those who, supporting the 
money by-laws and passing a budget 
of $4.435.000 for the year 1920 ($700.- 
000 more than that of 1919, !neluding 
school {ncrense) have jeopardized the 
City’s solvency. If they fail in this at 
the forthcoming election, they are 
likely to find themee'’ves sold out of 
house and home. That is the iImme- 
diate duty on the first Monday after 
the first Tuesday in December.

CANADIAN NATIONHOOD. 
}iditor, The Bulletin: 

Sir,—We, have recently heard much 
from some eminent public men _ re- 
gnect'ng a certain new ‘nationhood” 
achieved by Canada, and it is inter- 
esting to know how much “nation- 
hood” there is, and how much of it is 
‘new. 

The subject iteelf is not a new one, 
for it has inspired much thought and 
evoked some expression in this coun- 


try for seventy or eighty years, not 
among radical politiciana only, but 
among cecnservatives also, Among 
other good monarchical tories, the 


great S'ir John A. Macdona'd, when 
confederation of the North American 
colonies first became a practical issue 
desired that these colonies be formed 
into a kingdom under the Brit'sh 
crown, but independent of any con- 
trol foy British ministers, er by the 
British parliament. That des're of 
his middle life was not incons’stent 
with his famous flag-flaunting deolar- 
ation of latér election contests, that “a 
British subject I way ‘born, and a Bri- 
tish subject I will die,” for that 
scheme was no renunciation of his de- 
votion to the British crown. H's ear- 
lier desire to renounce Downing etreet, 
and tote an independent kingdom 
under the British crown, was his idea 
of “nationhood”, nearly sixty years 
ago. 

But the word is a new one as ap- 
plied to Canada’s present political eta- 
tus. It is used by the statemen who 
claim to have ach‘eved that distinc- 
tion for Canada to express, not a na- 
tion in equality in rank or status with 
all others in a league or confederacy 
of nations, but to express that seif- 
contradictory position of a nation, eo- 
called, in equality with some others 
within another—a real nation—and 
subordinate to it. If the equality of 
stutus under one constitutional sover- 
eign were the condition of a!l His Ma- 
drety's subjects in Great Britain, Can- 


'one who, like a voice crying in thz} 


! 
lada and elsewhere, we might be call- 
led “a nation within the Empire,” us- 
ling the word empire in its popular 
though incorrect meaning, and that 
jcondition m'ght satisfy the aspirations 
jof a Canadian who prefers not to be 
jin a@ny degree inferior In political eta- 
{tus to his cousins in Glasgow or Lon- 
'don. But that is not the position of 
Canada. A very ominent Liberal- 
‘Unionist minister who most proclaim- 
}ed and glorified what was alleged to 
be Canada's new “nationhood,” re- 
|joiced, in the game breath, in our al- 
leged equal statua, end in our con- 
tinued dependency. Whether or not 
we think our subordinate relation to 
‘the British people through their par- 
lament and government, ia better for 
us than a higher degree of national- 
ity under one sovereign, we ought to 
‘keep before our minds, in order to in- 
form our judgment, in what respect 
our nationhood is limited, and in what 
way, if any, it has recently beea en- 
jlarged. No one has any quarrel with 
|those good citizens, true loyalists, 
} (though perhaps not quite as true pa- 
| triots) who have a partiality for a 
‘certain degree of subordination to a 
distant government over which they 
have no element of control. Without 
‘condemnine that attitude, one may 
well ask them to recall to their mings 
the existing clements of dependency, 
and to say why they prefer that condi- 
tion. 

The advocates of more exteaded 
Canadian nationality have not re- 
ceived the sympathy to which their 
patriotism entities them, ‘because 
many of them are unjust enough; or 
unwise enough, to indulge in attacks 
upon the British government and the 
| British people for the mistakes or the 
'selfishness of their political ancestors. 
To recall errors in government induc- 
ed by the bigotry or arrogance of a 
section of the British people, from 
which in times past colonial depen- 
dencies suffered, not more, but often 
\less than their own people at home, 
is no argument in favor of greater 
‘Canadian nationality in the twentieth 
century. We have better arguments 
ot supported by recrimination. We 
jought to be able to appreciate the 
great things the Brit'sh people have 
done for liberty throughout the world. 
(though too often in the past curtall- 
ing it at home) without being satisfied 
that the political status of a Canadian 
should be perpetually lower in any 
degree than that of a resident of the 
British Isles. The fact that there ere 
forty-five millions of them does not 
|justify the assumption that his repre- 
sentative In parliament, his minister 
in Downing etreet, or his judicial com- 
| mitteeman of the Privy Council, is a 
|better or a wiser c tizen thaa his Can- 
wadian relative because there are only 
leight millions of them. 

If we were a part of Great Britain, 
or one of the British Isles, and thus, 
, by contiguity of situation and identity 
jof interests, could in all respects be 
one with an Englishman, we might 
well rejoice to share equaliy in his 
power, his wealth, and the glory of 
{his world-wide achievements, as well 
‘as to share in his great burdens, and 
in his efforts to remove them, but 
|geography forbids It, and we cannot 
wipe out the Atlantic Ocean. We may 
believe, rightly or wrongly, that the 
British and Canadian system of con- 
tinuous responstbility of government 
to the representatives of the people is 


the best yet devised for perfect demo- | 


jcratic government, without beiieving | 


that system. No one thinks it will al- 
ways remain so. If not, when is the 
i change to take place? If sume change 
{of status which is ¢o take place In the 
future will contfibute to the prosper- 
ity of Canada and the dignity and 
honor of her people, why should it be 
delayed? Various sohemes for closer 
and more inter-dependent relations 
have been long advanced, but all these 
schemes involve a surrender of rights 
jnow enjoyed, and an outside ocon- 
trol of policy and _ taxatien where 
again geography will perpetually pre- 
vent the growth of a community of 
interests or of feeling. 

But they say we have as a result of 
the war recently achieved some new 
status to which they apply the worda 
|*equality within the Empire.” We had 
jno voice in the declaration of war, 
though in honor bound to participate 
lin it. When war was declared for us, 
{we were not, by constitutional prac- 
tice. bound to contribute to it. By 
constitutional law, the British pariia- 
ment, if they dedlaredheR- 
ment, if they desired and were bold 
enough, could have compelled us to 
contribute in every way to the war 
which its government had declared; 
but recognized constitutional practice 
would not permit jt. Nevertheless, we 
were at war and subject to attack the 
moment it was declared. We had no 
voice in those pre-war diplomatic 
agreements which were involved in 
the etruggle to maintain peace. Our 
status at the peace conference was 
given to us as an act of grace because 
of our astonishing effort in 
the war. Qur_ ratificution of 
the peace treaty was only the echo 
of a voice which had already made 
peace—a thing which we neither could 
| have made for ourselves or could have 
prevented. It is our representation in 
the Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions which constitutes our so-called 
new status, but it is the counci) in 
which we are not represented which is 
the real active and important body. 
The unianportance of Canada being re- 
presented in the assembly is indicated 
by the fact that India also has a seat 
there ,and India is in no sense a self- 
governing dependency. Whatever the 
power or the effect of the league of 
nations, crediting to it aH that was 
hoped for it, there will still be inter- 
nationa) questions arising between all 
independent civilized nations in the 
world, but we will have no euthorita- 
tive voice in any of them. Ail diplo- 
matic questions will be settled for us 
y the British foreign office, Whatever 
ur imperial relations may be under 
any of the proposed schemes, the fact 
will romain, as Mr, Asquith said, that 
the power over foreign policy cannot 
be shared with the colonies, And yet 
the Colonies will akways be affected by 
Great Britain's foreign policy, as two 
wars have already testified. Our 
Behring Sea question, and our Alaska 
boundery question, as well as the At- 
lantic fishery question about twenty 
years before, all purely Canadian ques- 
tions, were settled for us by the Brit- 
ish diplomats. The Canadian represen- 
tatives, there only by courtesy, pro- 
tested. but concessions were made to 
preserve the good-will of the United 
States, endangered then, as now, by 
the perennial Irish question which ls 
certainly not a Canadian one. 


Our alleged new equality of status 
gives us no right to negotiate treatios 
with other countries as their “nation- 
hood” gives them. We have, for ex- 
ample, no power to bargain with 
Japan about the personal rights of a 
Canadian in Yokohama, 

A first step in international privi)- 
eges was about to be taken by grant- 
ing us the right to send a Canadian 
diplomatic representative to Wash- 
ington, and parliament voted the ne- 
cessary money, but someone put @ 
veto on it, and he is not to be sent, It 
wasn't vetoed in Caflada, And that is 
for the present the end of our “new 
nationhood” in relation to other na- 
tions.

&@ profound respect for tho learning 
and integrity of His Majesty's chan- 
cellors, ex-chancellors and ex-judges 
who eit in that committee, but even 
then it has been recalled that one of 
them expressed surprise thai a mo- 
torist from Saskatchewan, driving his 
car in Alberta, should be subjec? to 
the laws of that province. How could 
we expect better from any mortal man 
‘who cannot be expected to know more 
of the laws of Alberta than of the laws

But if it did, 
why should we be dependent for our 
law upon the opinion of men appoint-

Let us eliminate all these indicia of 
dependency. Let us de truly of “equai, 
status” under the British Crown.

IV.—What Controls It? 


N No. IL of this series, we explained 
why the foreign dollar is a commodity 
and not money, and in No. III. the incon- 
venience of settling international debts in 
gold, which led to the system of Bills of 
Exchange described below. 

Sales of exported goods are wsually 
settled for by the vendor drawing “a draft 
on the purchaser for the sum due, which 
draft the vendor deposits in his bank. 

His banker forwards the draft (in such 
a transaction called a Bill of Exchange) to 
the nearest money market, probably, in 
the case of an American, to New York, 
Chicago or San Francisco, and in the case 
of a Canadian to Toronto or Montreal. To 
do this it is not necessary for him to insure 
his letter or even to register it, for if the 
bill were fast, he could get a duplicate. 

For instance, if the vendor lives in the 
United States, he will offer the Bill of Ex- 
change for sale, say, in New York, as Can- 
adian funds, because the draft is payable 
in Canada. 

There may be several persons in the 
market who want to buy Canadian money 
to pay for goods bought from us. If there 
are many such persons and only a few 
drafts on Canada are being offered, the 
bidding is keen and the price obtainable 

. for the draft goes up. 

If, however, there are few bidders and 
many drafts, the holders of the drafts may 
be willing to lower the price they ask in 
ordes to obtain their money at once. 

This brings us to the influence of the 
balance of trade on the rate of exchange. 
We will deal with this aspect of the sub- 
ject next week in No. V. of the series.

Calgary, Oct. 29—One thousand gallons an hour is the pro- 
duction of the first well brought in in the Fort Norman district, 
and the Imperial Oil Company is preparing to punch a district, 
200 miles in width, and nobody knows how long, full of holes 
for wells.

Western Canada is the history of the 
owth and development of Western 
nada.

The nations of the world 
would have a eurplus of their own pro- 
flucts and live in want of everything 
thse Every improvement in tran 
portation has resulted in improvement 
tn the comfort of the people, and tn 
an Increas® of wealth. ‘This is pre- 
eminently true of the North-west. The 
country stagnated until the railway 
trossed the plains in the eariy 80's. 
The Last to Get Railways 
Afberta was the last province of the 


trar 


plains to get the railway and = was, 
therefore, the last to reap the bene- 
fits of the epoch-making change, If 


one reads the early newspapers of the 
province—The Edinonton Bulletin, the 
Macleod Gazette or the Lethbridge 
News—papers published before the 
railway came to Alberta—little dit- 
ference will be found ia the descrip- 
tion of the life and oecupations of the 
inhabitants from the conditions de- 
scribed by Henry and Harmon nearly 
a century before. In this paper, how- 
ever, I purpose to trace the develop- 
ment of transportation from the early 
flays of the fur traders, explorers and 
eolonizers, and deal with it as an es- 
sential part of the history of the great 
North-west. 

It is a peculiar thing that the In- 
dians never developed the rudiments 
of engineering science. As far as I 
have been able to find, there is no re- 
cord of the Indians of the plaing ever 
having constructed a ridge or builta 
road. Consequently, when the first 
iraders invaded the west, the only 
highways of trave] were the rivers or 
the rude Indian trafls. 

Means and sama) ova of Transporta- 
ton 

In dealing with the firm phase of 
the subject of transportation, there 
are the various means ond modes of 
carrying the products of the country 
to tne weaboard, and bringing in the 
merchandise to exchange therefor, The 
first means of comveyance was, of 
course, the canoe. ‘There were three 
kinds of canoes used in the fur trade 
in the commerce of Wesiern Canada— 
the Montrea| canoe, the North canoe, 
amd the Indjan or express canoe. The 
Moatreal canoes were used by the 
North-West Company, on the kakes as 
tar as Fort William, They were too 
large ang cumbersome for the interior 
rade and too heavy to carry over the 
portages, requiring four mon They 
~arried twice gs large a cargo as the 
North canoe, and were paddled by 14 
to 16 voyageura. 

‘The North canoe was the ideal craft 
of the summer voyagenur, the nniversal 
ido] of its day. It was a light, grace- 
ful vessel of about 36 fee; iong and 5 
.o 6 feet broad, made of dirch bark, 
sewn with vegetable fibre and well 
gummed. It was gaudily painted on 
bow and stern with those mythical fi- 
gures which superstitious boatmen be- 
Ueved increased speed. In tais fairy- 
lke craft, the voyageur sped swiftly 
over the bosom of the lake. or the 
long reaches of the river, the bright 
vermilion paddies gleaming in sun- 
ght, the forests echoing to the mea- 
ture of some weird boaisong, or the 
chansonys of the hilarious voyageurs. 
A light canoe crossed the continent 
trom (Montreal to the north and Col- 
umbia river in 100 days. loaded with 
fur, canoe brigades left Fort, George 
on the Columbia about April Ist, and 
reached Fort William July 1st, Re- 
maining there for twenty days, they 
were back at the north and the Col- 
umbia again on October

York Boats 

It is not Known exactly when York 
hboals were used by the Hudson's Bay 
ompany, but when Simpson became 
governor of Rupert's Land, in 1821, 
one of the first things he did was to 
nvestigate the methods of tranaporta- 
tion. York boats were used in a lim- 
fted way ‘before this, however, for 
Alexander Henry says he saw them

Every year about the end of 
May the brigade left Edmonton with 
lfurs, pemmican, dried meat and lea- 
ther for Norway House, where these 
jsuppies, with similar euppties from 
ithe Red River, were distributed to the 
|northern and eastern poeta not so fav- 
jorably situated for a food supply. The 
‘brieade varied from year to year, In 
/1825, when Alexander Ross waa re- 
iturning from the Columbia, he went 
}down to Norway House with the bri- 
| eade from W4monton. H consistea of 
}12 boats; but when Paul Kane went 
down in 1848, the brigade comprised 
23 boats and 130 men. Sometimes the 
|boate were taken down with half 
crews and full crews were obtained on 
{the return fourney by using the re- 
cruits that were brought from year 
to year to serve atthe various posts on 
the Upper Saskatchewan and the Co!- 
jumbia. The journey to York Factory 
land return occupied about four and a 
haif months, 

From York Faatory, the minute, of 
1833 contain special rules for loading, 
70 pieces was the smallest load; 10 
| plecas were allowed for each commis- 
eioned gentleman; 
(class clerks; 3 for postmasters and 
| junior clerks, aad one-third of the 
jabove allowances to cover the fredcht 
laf private orders for the eame classes 
remaining inland. 

At Norway House there was a chief 
| transportation officer. He was a very 
imuportant man and had @ great task 
in regulating the Hudson's Bay time- 
tabbe of the day, The movements of 
the brigades had to be sv regulated 
that those starting from the points as 
far apart ag Norway Houée and Fort 
| McPherson, on the Mackenzie, should 
meet within a day at Portage la Loche, 
When one constiers the numerous 
| portages (for example, there were 36 
portages ‘between Norway House and 
| York Factory along the Hayes river) 
|the unceasing toll anq labor, the feat 
becomes a marvel of human endur- 
ance, pluck and organization. There 
was great punotnality in the dispatch 
of the canoes and the boat brigades. 
This was necessary because of the 
early close of navigation on the north- 
ern lakes and rivers. A delay of a few 
| days at Red River might mean starva- 
tion on the Mackenzie the following 
winter. The arrival of the brigades 
could be calculated with as much cer- 
tainty as the freight train of today, 
and possibly with greater precision. 
The anxious trader might ascend his 
lookout poat with the certainty ofsee- 
‘ing, sweeping around the ned&rest 


point, the well-laden boais with swar- 


|thy crewe bending low to their oars 
and gaily singing to the measured 
stroke, 

| But this was not the only problem 
| the chief transportation officer en- 
countered, He and his staf! had dift- 
| ficulty always in getting the crews or- 
| ganized. They needed 500 for the boat 
| brigade, and 3,000 altogether for the 
\trading 6eason. They were generally 
halfbreedg or Indians, careless, disso- 
|lute and irresponsible. The voyageur 
| generally lived such a hand to mouth 
jexistence, that the company advanced 
their wages in the winter and when 
spring came he generally rebelled 
against working the following @eum- 
mer for the balance, Strikes were of 
|frequent occurrence, and sometimes 
| were settled by a good drubbing given 


| by the chief factor himself. In fact, 
ithe difficulty of obtaining and con- 
| trolling the crews wis one of the 


| causes thet influenced the company in 


|adopting Red River carts.

Up to 1870 it will be seen, therefore 
that Western Canada had two high- 
| Ways, from the outside world, viz. via 
York Factory and Norway Houge end 
via St. Pau! and Fort Garry. In 1867, 
Fort Gagry became the port of entry, 
and the Hudson's Bay route apeedily 
\fell in Hmportance, The people of 
|Older Canada were now beginning to

Steamhip transportation continued 
(to be the principal aethod to the Red 
River, and the Saskatchewan, until

|December 8rd, 1878 the last apike 
|was driven in the Pembina branch of 
|the C. P. R., which cownected with 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mani- 
toba at St. Vincent, Minn.

Port Moody, tn British Columbia. By 
1883 the raiiway reached the province 
}af Alberta. \As the head of the etcel 
moved westward, trading ‘by carts wag 
jrevived. The weekly issues of The Wd- 
monton Bulletin in the early 80's, 
regularly report the arrival of carts 
or sleighs from the head of the steel. 
There was generally an item announc- 
ing the arrival of DD, Macleod, Ad. 
McPherson, FieMers and Simpeon, 
Savard & Lederoute, with goods for 
Brown & Curry, Harris & Carey, John 
A. MoDovgall, and other Edmonton 
merchants, The railway reached Cal-

Previous to thig for a teow ‘weeks, 
Ad. McPherson announced he would 
run a stage line and fast express be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonton, and 
thence to the head of the steel hefore 
it reached that town. In somo re 
@pects thie was the most picturesque 
line in the whole history of trangport- 
ation in this province, and no doubt 
there are many in the city who are 
familiar with the famous stopping 
places on ‘this line. It continued un- 
til the railway reached the Saskatche- 
wan River, July 25th, 1891, at 6 pm. 
Donald Ross drove the jast apike, and 
the first tmin drew into Strathcona, 
Monday, July 27th, at 11 p.m., just 
late as it used to arrive many y 
afterwards. / 

The railway, with its branches to 
Prince Albert and Edmonton, was 
the death blow to the steamboat traf- 
fic of the river, although in 1886 the 
ste oats were still competing with 
the railroad in carrying freight to 
Edmonton, and were giving a cheaper 
rate. Jt cost $2.50 per 100 pounds to 
bring flour ‘by the railway and stage 
route, while it cost only $1.80 to bring 
it by steamboat. On general merchan- 
dise, the rate by rail and stage was 
den compared with $2.90 y steam- 

oat. 

Other means of transportation that 
should be briefly referred to are the 
dog sleigh or cariole, the pack train, 
the Indian travois, the bull train and 
the Concord coach. The dog trains 
were used tn winter to bring the fur 
from the outlying posts to the central 
depots, and also for the winter x- 
press. In the days of the North-West 
Co., this expreag generally Jeff the 
Athabasca in December and reached 
Fort William or Saulte Ste. Maric 
some time in March, In later years, 
during the su~remacy of the Hudson's 
Bay Co., the winter express left Fort 
Garry, going by Norway House, Cum- 
berland House, Fort a la Corne, and 
calling at the various posits until it 
reached the fer-off Mackenzie. 

The dog sleigh or cariole was ysed 
for making the rapid journeys be 
tween the different posts. There is a 
Splendid description of the tr® be- 
tween Edmonton and Fort Pitt in 1848 
by Paul Kane in his’ book entitled 
‘The Wanderings of an Artist.” It 
was the Wedding trip of Miss Hallett, 
who married John Rowland at Fort 
Edmonton, Christmas, 1848. On the 
way down the party killed and ocon- 
sumed seventeen buffalo, 

The dog is the oldest beast of bur- 
den on the plains. The Indians used 
him before the horse, as will be seen 
from their janguage. The Blackfoot 
word for dow is “amita.'"~ The word 
for red deer ts “Ponoko,” the word | 
which 
means “the red deer dog”. The Sarcees 
derived a better name for the horse, 
for they called it “the seven dogs," 
that is, it was as big and as strong as 
Horses were used by the 
the early travellers, such as Thomp-

The Main Trade Routes 

The second phase of the subject 
deals with the principal trade routes. 

he first great avenue to the West 
from the Canadas until the raitway 
Waa built. was by the Rainy River, 
Rainy Lake, Lake of the Woods and 
the. Winnipeg River.+ Ail the great 
explorers of the French and, Cana- 
dian Trading Companies passed this 
way—Verendrye, Finlay, Henry, Alex- 
ander Mvcakenzle, David Thompsan 
and Henry the younger. 

This was the “Old Canoe Route” of 
the Nor’westers. After the delimit- 
ation of the boundary between Can- 
ada and the U.S, the route was 
changed from Grand Portage to Fort 
Wil.jam, The second avenue was the 
Hudson's Bay route via York Factory 
or Fort Nelson and thence to the in- 
terlor mainly by the Nelgon and tae 
Hayes River. This route was used ex- 
clusively by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
Pany. After the union of the Hndson’s 
Bay Co. and the North West Co., in 
1831 this route became the sole out- 
let of the commerce of the Red River, 
tae Saskatchewan, Peace Athabasca 
and Mackenzie River districts, Nor- 
way House supplanted Fort William 
as the distributing centre of the com- 
merce of the Webt, . 

In the early days of the fur trade, 
the ambition of every fur trader was 
to reach the Athabasca, the Peace 
and the Mackenzie districts, ag it 
was in taese regions the best fur was 
taken, in fact the first eettiement 
within the province of Alberta was 
established on the lowér Athabasca 
at Pond's old fort, ankthe highway 
by which Pond reacaed this point and 
established bis central depot. is pos- 
sibly one of the most famous hieh 
ways in tho whole of the Dominion| 
of Canada, if mot on the continent 
of Norta America. Thie route lay up 
the Saskatchewan river from Lake 
Winnipeg to Cumberland Lake, up 
the Sturgeon-Weir river to Amisk 
Lake, thence by the Sturweon-Weir

Until 
the construction of the C. P. R. and 
its completion in 1886 the Saskatche- 
wan river, north branch, was the 
main highway of commerce to B. C. 
Until 1811 transportation to tae Co- 
lumbia department by the North West 
Go. was mostly by the House Pass, 
This pass ‘was discovered by Duncan 
McGillivray in 1800, and was used 
several times by David Thompson. 
On account of the hostility of the Pei- 
gane at the head of the Saskatcho- 
wan river Thompson wag compe!led 
to adopt a new route to the Colum- 
bia Department. After vuinly trying 
to go through the House pass in 
1811, he brougat his brigade back 
Boggy Hall, a few miles below waere 
the Brazeau river entera the Saskat- 
chewan. From this point he followed 
the old Assiniboine Trail to the juns- 
tdon of the Athabasca and the Myette 
river, From there ne crossed the 
mountairs by the Athabasca Pass.

As a result of a number of trials 
with various grass and hay crops, W. 
Gifbert, a stock farmer of Stony Main, 
has found one mixture which for the 
cond#ions that erist on his fatm, 
seems to supply all requirements for 
a hay crop. The mixture qonsists of 
ttmothy, alsike clover and sweet clo- 
ver, seeded at the rate of eleven or 
twelve pounds per acre, 

Mr, Gilbert has grown this com- 
bination of grasses on his farm for 
two or three years, and On the aver- 
age has harvested a yteld ranging 
from two to three tons per acre, de- 
pending upon the season. His me- 
thod iS to seed wbout ten acres every 
year with the green feed crop in July.

This district is nearing the end of a 
threshing season, which for regular 
farmers’ weather and large crop re- | 
turns, haa not been surpassed tn the 
memory of the oldest p'oneer The 
crop average is well over 30 bushels, | 
and many farmers are speaking of 
40 46 and 50 bushel returns per acre, 
while the wheat is weighing as high as 
64 pounds to the bushel, and grading 
from 1 to 2 northern, Of course, on 
lighter soils, where rapid moisture 
evaporation hurt the growing crop, 
the returns were wmaturally lighter 
than was expected when the crop was 
growing. Also, among the things that 
were unsurpassed was the price of 
threshing. The ‘bill of a farmer with | 
i256 acres in crop came close to the | 
$1,100 mark when he was through. 
This he could stand, eeeing that the 
H. C. L. was hitting up the thresher- 
man too, but when wheat takes a dis- 
astrous downward dive, as it has done 
this season, h's hopes of at least com- 
ing out even go glimmering. For ina 


lot of cases he hasnt only this year's 
debts to take care of, but there are 
ethers of longer standing. 

On farms where there are enough 
hands, some plowing is being done, 
otherwise wheat hauling is the order 
of the day, and the local elevators— 
three in number—are reported to 
have mearly reached cheir capacity in 


bins and cars. Meanwhile the policy 
of hold your wheat is being preached 
by those who foresee good prices later 
on, but the banks, unless in excep- 
tional cases, are turning down the 
farmer who proposes to have a chance 


later on of doing a little speculation 
in his own wheat, whether for good
